The report compares Taylor

The number 
one spot is shared with Calvin 
College (Michigan) in the category 
Best Regional Colleges Midwest. 

The schools tied due to an 
assessment based on a composite 
weighted score. Graduation and 
retention rates, peer assessment 
of excellence, faculty resources, 
student selectivity, financial 
resources, graduation rate 
performance and alumni giving are 
some of the elements the report 
used to evaluate colleges. 


President Lowell Haines released 
an email announcement shortly after 
midnight on Tuesday, informing the 
campus and expressing gratitude 
toward Taylor's community of faculty, 
staff, students, parents, friends, 
alumni and donors. 

Upland Town Council President 
John Bonham, a Taylor graduate, 
said he works with the university in 
various contexts. "Taylor has received 
this recognition on a national level 
as a university," Bonham said, "but 
that same thing could be said of their 
involvement with the town. They've 
been intentional about being a part 
of Upland." 

The region's top three rankings 
have included Taylor for the last 20 
years. According to Jim Garringer, 


students and national profile within 
its winning category—not large stat 
run or private schools. 

Within the survey's 2017 Best 
Regional Colleges Midwest category 
and three other primary categories, 
total of 1,374 schools were listed. 

Garringer sees the ranking as a 
reminder of Taylor's influence withii 
the larger network of academia. "Th 
is a wonderful validation from a ver 
well-respected news organization," 
he said. "We praise God for that, an 
we don't take it for granted." 


Taylor takes No. 1 again was written by Echo 
news co-editor Annabelle Blair, and originally 
published in The Echo. 
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T he search is finally over. 
After months of 
exhaustive research, 
painstaking interviews 
and meticulous resume perusals, 
the Taylor Board of Trustees has 
announced that P. Lowell Haines will 
be taking over as president-elect of 
the university. 

Haines replaces current president 
Eugene Habecker, who announced 
his retirement last May. Haines will 
begin his presidency onjune 1, 2016. 

The university is a second home 
for Haines, a 1975 Taylor graduate. 
He spent his first 10 professional 
years at Taylor, serving as residence 
hall director (1977-1980), director 
of student programs (1980-83), 
dean of students (1983-85) and vice 
president for student development 
(1985-97). 

After leaving his role as vice 
president for student development, 
Haines moved on to Faegre 
Baker Daniels, a large law firm 
in Indianapolis, for 25 years. For 
17 of those years, he served as a 
partner. He worked with non-profit 
companies and also served as a 
legal representative for several 
colleges and universities. In his 
time with Faegre Baker Daniels, 
Haines assisted in tax exemptions 
for churches and faith-based 
organizations, along with other non¬ 
profit businesses. 

While at Faegre Baker Daniels, 
Haines has served on the Taylor 
Board of Trustees since 2002. 

Haines's wife, Sherry, is a 1976 
Taylor graduate and has spent the 
past 35 years as an art teacher. Most 
recently, she taught at Cathedral 
High School in Indianapolis. 

"It is a wonderful privilege to 
return to Taylor University," Haines 
said. "Sherry and I met on this 
campus, spent the early years of our 
marriage here, and were grateful 
when our daughter decided to 
attend Taylor.... We are deeply 
grateful to the Board of Trustees for 
the trust they have placed in us and 
are looking forward to getting to 


work in the days to come." 

The search process was not an 
easy one. As reported by board 
member Mark Taylor, Haines 
was selected from a group of 176 
prospects. Those prospects were 
narrowed down to 47 formal 
applications. After evaluation, 
the board, with assistance from 
executive search firm Carter 
Baldwin, narrowed the field to 10 
candidates, including two women 
and one person of color. After a 
few more interviews, they further 
narrowed it down to five finalists. 

On Dec. 5, the board accepted 
the nomination of Haines. Before 
formally offering him the position, 
however, they did extensive 
questioning and background checks 
on their selected candidate. 

"As a board, we sought a 
candidate who combined exemplary 
experience in higher education and 
a belief in the mission of Taylor 
University with a strong desire 
to impact the next generation of 
student leaders," said Wellington 
Chiu, Taylor's chairman of the 
board. "Working with Lowell on 
the board has given all of us the 
opportunity to recognize his gifts 
and passion. We believe he not only 
will be able to lead Taylor University 
in an exceptional way, but he will 
also provide an important link 
and continuity to the outstanding 
accomplishments of Dr. Habecker." 

The change is a big move for 
Taylor; many students seem excited. 

"[Haines] seems like a really 
down-to-earth guy," said freshman 
Bryson Shelor. "He seems like a 
positive influence. As a graduate of 
Taylor, he knows what's going on 
around here. He seems personable 
and approachable."

ntigone has been 
categorized as a Greek 
tragedy, and rightly 
so, but Sophocles' 
complex account of mournful 
events does more than make the 
audience cry. Thebes is a place of 
death, celebration, fear and love, 
all unfolding before the altar of the 
gods. Taylor University's theatre 
performance, translated and directed 
by professor of English Joseph Ricke, 
asks the audience to have courage 
and stare into the ugly sides of 
humanity. But don't dismay too soon, 
because love, wisdom and holiness 
glint in the dark. 

Creon, enlivened by senior Sean 
Sele, claims the throne in Thebes and 
immediately clenches on the power. 
He struggles to listen to reason and 
defies the gods. Polyneices, Antigone's 
brother, died in battle, and Creon 
refuses to honor his death with a 
burial. Throughout the show, his rage 
builds as his reason weakens. He 
creates a tangible tension between 
love of self and love of the gods. The 
consequences are tragic. 

Sele has found it hard to step 
out of character after performing: 
"(It's hard) because of the heavy 
weight he carries, (too) heavy for 
any human to carry." Sele portrays 
this weight through a remarkable 
range of emotional responses that 
will have viewers leaning forward in 
their chairs. 

Senior Alexis Colon has 
transformed herself into Antigone. 

Her character catalyzes events, as she 
is determined to honor both the gods 
and her brother through a makeshift 
burial. It is not just the bold words 
she speaks that moves the audience 
to empathy but her convictions to 
do what must be done—the law is 
no limit to her. Alexis said she was 
surprised at how brave Antigone is. 
The audience will be too. 

In contrast, Antigone's sister, 
Ismene, survives through fear. 
Freshman Evangeline Bouw makes a 
stunning debut to Taylor's theatre in 
her portrayal of Ismene, beautifully 
executing the character's grief. 


Antigone pleads with her sister to 
commune in burying their brother, 
but Ismene is burdened by the grip 
of the law. The prophet Teiresias 
played by sophomore Bradley 
Jensen, who only fears the gods, 
counters this heaviness. The eerie 
clanking of charms on his staff 
matches his potent protestations 
against Creon's edict. 

One of the most trying conflicts 
arises between father and son. 

Family dynamics become tense 
when Haimon, Creon's son, discovers 
Antigone is condemned to death. 

She is Haimon's fiancee. Reason 
sharpens their dynamic arguments, 
and family loyalty crumbles in the 
oversaturation of love and hate. 
Freshman Brandt Mwaura compels 
Haimon forward into justified anger, 
rejecting his corded crown. 

When considering his character, 
Mwaura asked, "What are different 
ways you can approach conflict?" This 
is key to reading the methods and 
angles Mwaura employs in Haimon 
while pleading with his father. 

If you are concerned "Antigone" 
will only deal with death, betrayal 
and more death (for those looking 
forward to a ridiculous number of 
deaths, never fear), junior Grace 
Foltz provides comic relief as the 
blubbering sentry. The sentry 
embodies the tension between the 
law and his conscience, contrasting 
Creon and Antigone's resolute views. 
Although Foltz infuses a lighter note 
to Sophocles' tragedy, her character is 
no less complex. Watching her reason 
through her choices externally is both 
entertaining and enlightening. 

The most haunting aspect of this 
performance is spotlighted through 
the Elders. Senior Rachel Erskine, 
juniors Ty Kinter and Tamara Peachy, 
and freshmen Darah Shepherd 
and Steven Mantel portray the 
fear through their movements and 
Gregorian-like chants. Their holy 
devotion to the gods, however, is 
undercut by pleasing Creon. With 
masked faces, they hide behind their 
actions by appeasing whoever holds 
the most power. The altar of the gods 



is ever-present on set and serves as 
the epicenter of all activity. Although 
splattered in blood, the altar becomes 
a place of celebration, dance and 
beauty when Eurydice (sophomore 
Hope Bolinger) and her attendants 
(junior Hillary Foreman and senior 
Abby Palmisano) glide across the 
stage. This paradox serves many 
symbols as the show progresses, 
but there is a stark contrast between 
veneration and dishonor. 

Those familiar with Ricke's 
work won't be surprised to see 
his admiration for Shakespearean 
theatre in this production. There 
are no blackouts or interruptions 
in transitions from scene to 
scene, which lends itself to fluidity 
throughout the show. This also 
reflects the characters' experiences 
in a realistic way, since they don't 
have the choice to cut the lights to 
prepare for their next entrance. 

In this adaptation of Antigone, 
every character provides insights 
into the human experience. Senior 
Andrew Davis, the Messenger, 
expresses, "You begin to see each 
play as an opportunity to engage 
with a new author, a new corner of 
culture." Although Sophocles' time 
may have different sights and sounds, 
some themes are unavoidable and 
enduring, such as state versus the 
church, love versus hate, life versus 
death, holiness versus defilement, 
loyalty versus betrayal. 

Greek culture approaches these 
motifs differently than we would 
today, but by leaning in, audience 
members will see that the characters' 
responses, flaws and philosophies are 
not far from their own. As Ricke said, 
"This is Antigone. I don't want anyone 
to sit back, relax and enjoy the show." 
So be brave, engage and linger in the 
questions presented by "Antigone."

On the nights of Oct. 4, 5 and 6, a 
group of between 40 and 60 students 
gathered outside of Rupp, linked 
arms and walked one lap around 
the campus loop. The students took 
turns praying aloud. 

Schaefer said it was awkward for 
some students—linking arms with 
a stranger and walking as a crowd 
around the campus—but it was an 
awkward she was okay with. She 
planned the event mainly for "white 
moderates." This term borrowed 
from Martin Luther Kingjr. describes 
white people who care about racial 
issues but rarely display those views 
in public. 

Metzger agrees that race 
relations have been hurt, but he 
said reconciliation is not necessary. 
"Everything's good," Metzger said. 
"You weren't a slave. I wasn't slave 
owner. You weren't a slave owner. I 
wasn't a slave ... It's a done deal." 

Later, Metzger said race relations is 
something worth praying for, but just 
praying won't solve anything; people 
have to actively work to solve it. 


The week of Oct. 9, the Black Student 
Union (BSU) hosted Woke Week. 

It was comprised of three events, 
including public discussions and a 
movie that discussed race. According 
to senior Sharee Nurse, president 
of the Black Student Union, "woke" 
is a term commonly used by people 
of color to describe being aware of 
racial tensions and social injustices. 

Nurse said the events were 
designed to clear up misconceptions 
about the Black Lives Matter 
movement. Major misconceptions 
about Black Lives Matter are that it 
is anti-white, anti-police or a hate 
group, according to Nurse. 

"There have been several people, 
who can remain unnamed, who have 
asked us (to) not do Woke Week 
because it is not a good time or it 
makes them uncomfortable," Nurse 


said. "They don't want to do anything 
controversial and don't want to make 
any of the alumni upset... Caring 
for other people and a lot of times 
breaking the status quo is a lot of 
times what Jesus did and what he 
said to people was uncomfortable. 
And it didn't always feel good. 

If we are going to be a body of 
believers then we have to step out 
of our comfort zones—regardless of 
whether it is homecoming weekend." 


Senior Hannah Schaefer describes 
Taylor's collective disposition toward 
conversations of race as a tentative 
curiosity. "I think most students on 
campus are becoming aware that 
talking about race is (a) conversation 
that needs to be had," she said. "I 
think what is key now is how we 
talk about race—giving the people 
the tools and space to ask good 
questions." 

Students think there are various 
ways to gain those tools. Senior 
Leslie Romer said he is taking a class 
on racial issues next semester and 
wants others to join him. In a letter 
to the Taylor community about the 
Upland post office incident, President 
Lowell Haines encouraged the Taylor 
community to pray, impact the world 
for Christ and stand in solidarity 
with minorities who are threatened. 
Sophomore Tom Metzger suggested 
a different approach: 'The best way 
to solve this whole issue and make 
it go away just like that, in the words 
of Morgan Freeman, would be: 'Stop 
talking about it.' Stop factoring in race." 

Junior Ariel Lee, vice president of 
the Black Student Union, wants white 
students to let go of white guilt, the 
guilt that comes from other white 
people harming minorities, whether 
currently or historically. Lee said 
once students push past their white 
guilt, they become strong allies and 
advocates for minorities.

ix business ideas are cast into 
the water and left to sink or 
swim as a part of Taylor's third 
annual Shark Tank. 

Competitors had five short 
minutes to make a splash with a 
presentation promoting their prod¬ 
ucts or services in the hopes of 
hooking the sharks. 

According to event Co-Coordinator 
senior Sam Petersen, though the 
competition is closely modeled 
after the ABC television show "Shark 
Tank," Taylor does a few things dif¬ 
ferently. "If you watch the show, it's 
cutthroat and not super encourag¬ 
ing," Peterson said. "This has its own 
Taylor flair." 

Business leaders from across Indi¬ 
ana were invited to sit in as sharks and 
entrusted with distributing the $5,000 
in prize money. These sharks are not 
out for blood, but they do have high 
expectations for competitors. 

"The first thing I'm looking at is 
how well-prepared (competitors) 
are." David Bolling, shark veteran and 
Indiana entrepreneur said. "Have 
they thought this through? Are they 
comfortable presenting? Part of be¬ 
ing an entrepreneur and a leader 
is getting other people to believe in 
your vision. You've got to be confi¬ 


dent and share your thoughts." 

Entrepreneur-In-Residence An¬ 
drew Fennig has been helping com¬ 
petitors prepare to face the sharks. 
He likens good pitches to stories. 
They begin with a problem (the an¬ 
tagonist) and end with the product as 
a solution. To him, the key to crafting 
a business pitch is focusing on the 
heartbeat of all startups—projecting 
a vision of the world that's different 
than the way it is now. 

Competition entry Advocase was 
one such vision, headed by sopho- 
moresjosh Graham and Caleb Truax 
III. Their idea involved bringing iPads 
to Toledo daycares for kids to draw 
pictures about inspiring words or 
phrases. The team hopes to turn 
these digital drawings into phone 
case artwork that will be sold to 
raise money to benefit Advocase's 
daycare partners. 

For Graham, the preparation pro¬ 
cess began months before the pre¬ 
sentation when he was inspired at the 
Praxis business conference. "The idea 
Praxis put on my mind was, 'Think of 
why you want to start a business and 
who you want to benefit with your 
product,"' Graham said. "I began to 
think locally. Poverty is a big issue in 
Toledo, especially in the inner city." 




Graham began to explore ways to 
help underprivileged children while 
getting them involved with a product, 
and Advocase evolved from there. 

Junior Nolan Sponseller is another 
competitor. He pitched his mobile 
car-detailing business, "Rollin' with 
Nolan." A service that offers car 
washes to business professionals, 
Rollin' with Nolan spawned from 
Sponseller's love for vehicles and the 
idea has been growing for the past 
three years. 

Though the process excited him, 
Sponseller was wary of casting his 
idea into shark-infested waters: "It's 
kind of scary to be vulnerable, be¬ 
cause from an entrepreneur stand¬ 
point, their business is like their 
baby, so just having it out there to 
take criticism or have people analyze 
it is pretty scary." 

With vulnerability, practice, courage 
and a little shark bait, competitors put 
their products on the line and waited 
for what most people hope to never 
experience—a shark bite.

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Wanna be a Cowboy" by 
Boys Don't Cry isn't hitting 
any music charts in 2017. 

But three decades ago, when 
those of us attending Taylor now 
were just a twinkle in our parents' 
eyes, five students were victorious 
with their Airband rendition of the 
Cowboy tune. And playing a drum 
made from a kettle with makeshift 
cooking utensils was then-freshman 
Jeff Cramer. 

While the legend of Airband 
continues on today, some of your 
professors remember glory days of the 
then newly established Taylor tradition. 

Quinn White, Professor 
of Education 

Quinn White was the master of 
Airband performances, according to 
fellow faculty. He spent many years 
choreographing shows, as well as 
judging them. His most well-known 
Airband performance was producing 
and starring in the performance of 
Falco's "Rock Me Amadeus." 

Not every Airband memory

associated with White is a positive 
one. One of the groups he was in is 
the reason there is now a screening 
process for performances. 

"Back then they used to have this 
big huge Jello thing at the salad bar," 
White said. "So we (were) painted just 
like KISS, (and) we did one of those 
rock 'n roll kicks with the guitar and 
kicked the Jello so it (went) out into 
the stands." 

They proceeded to sing "Lick It 
Up" and a guy walked across the 
stage and literally licked the Jello 
up. One band member even had a 
ketchup packet in his mouth and bit 
it, so "blood" came out. A professor 
who was judging then got up and 
left. From that point on, Airband 
songs and choreography had to be 
screened before performing onstage. 

Jeff Wallace, Chief of 
Campus Police 

Jeff Wallace lived in Swallow Robin 
Hall during his freshman year 
at Taylor, the last year when the 
dorm was occupied exclusively by 
men. His dorm created an Airband 
performance that was memorable 
but "lame," according to him. 

The performance Wallace was 
in was set in a men's bathroom 
where students were getting ready 
for the morning. Props included 
toilet plungers and scrub brushes. 
Unfortunately, this show did not take 
home a trophy. 

While the audition process was 
not as stressful back then, one year 
the Airband group Wallace was in 
got disqualified in the middle of 
their audition: 

"We were just doing a rock song and 
it was probably questionable ... not 
the lyrics, but the implications of some 
of the things (the singers) were saying, 
and so (the judges) were like, 'Nope, 
nope, nope, you're done,' and didn't let 
us finish the audition," said Wallace. 

Wallace attributed advances in 
technology to how big Airband has 
become. Special effects and light 
shows were not part of the shows 
when Wallace attended Taylor. 

"(Airband now) is the difference 
between amatuer and professional... 

I don't ever remember losing sleep 
because of Airband," Wallace said. 



Jeff Cramer, Associate 
Professor of Computer 
Science & Engineering 

During his years studying at Taylor, 
Jeff Cramer lived on Fourth Samuel 
Morris and managed to take home 
a victory at Airband during his 
freshman year in a group of five 
performers. He played the drums 
on a kettle around a fake campfire 
while his upperclassmen teammates 
danced to a rendition of "I Wanna 
Be a Cowboy." They practiced fewer 
than five times for their act. 

Cramer's involvement in Airband 
did not stop there. During his years as 
a professor, Cramer has made guest 
appearances in two student acts. 

"One year the seniors did a show 
with the theme song from The Andy 
Griffith Show.' (My 5-year-old son and 
I) dressed up like Andy Griffith and his 
son, and all we did was walk across 
the stage and walk back. I was holding 
his hand, and he had a fishing pole. 

He was a cute little kid, and the crowd 
went crazy," Cramer said. 

Cramer has been on the panel of 
Airband judges about five times. He 
recalled seniors starting the trend of 
mashing up songs in the early '90s, 
as the previous norm was just picking 
one or two songs to keep it simple. 

"I think (dancing) is what always 
made Airband so popular. The 
choreography may not have been as 
good (back then), and the sets may 
not have been as big, but there was 
always choreographed dancing," 
Cramer said. "It was the one night that 
you kind of got away with dancing." 

Through the years, Cramer has 
treasured a few favorite Airband 
performances. Quinn White's 
performance of "Rock Me Amadeus" 
with the members of the Cross 
Country team stood out to Cramer 
during his college years. FOSO's 
performance of "Newsies" from 
about 8 to 10 years ago is his favorite 
as a professor.

n the past, cheer teams 
have started under different 
passionate leaders. 

However, enthusiasm fades 
and teams dissipate as leaders 
graduate, according to junior Brielle 
Tilson. Tilson plans on reinstating 
a cheer team on campus that she 
hopes will become a large presence 
on game days. 

The budding cheer squad currently 
has 12 interested members, 
ranging from freshmen to juniors. 

At a call-out meeting on Monday 
night, women in attendance were 
presented with a constitution for the 
team created by Tilson, the squad's 
cheer captain. 

The document stresses 
commitment and respectability, as 
the cheer squad will inspire and 
follow the ways of Christ in their 
actions. "Professionalism and elite 
athleticism is required by all Taylor 
University Cheerleaders in order 
to provide excellence in the field of 
cheerleading," the contract states. 

"Other teams have lacked 
passion," Tilson said. "We want to 
be enthusiastic and not known as a 
joke." Tilson went on to explain that 
she got the idea for the team when 
she saw the cheer squad from St. 
Francis, a neighboring college in Fort 
Wayne, over the summer. 

While this will not be Taylor's first 
cheerleading team, Tilson assures it 
will be the first of its kind in terms 
of professionalism and legitimacy. 
According to Tilson, the installment 
of a cheer squad will not affect 
Taylor's other dance group, the 
Poms. "Cheerleading is not the same 
as dance," Tilson said. "Our routines 
would not have to be pre-approved 


like the Poms' dances do." 

Freshman and co-founder of 
the squad Daija Hayes hopes her 
commitment to the cheer squad as 
a freshman will enable the club to 
carry on throughout all four years 
of her college career. "I did cheer 
all through high school, and I really 
missed practicing," said Hayes. Her 
goal is to have the cheer squad add 
more enthusiasm to Taylor's campus. 

Tilson expects the squad to 
begin next fall after a week of cheer 
camp prior to the beginning of the 
semester. In future years, she also 
hopes to institute a mini-cheer camp 
hosted by the squad in order to raise 
funds and promote Taylor in the 
community. 

"Cheer is an uplifting type of 
sport," Hayes said. "We're a family, 
and we're in it together." Hayes 
believes having a cheerleading team 
on campus will spark a revitalized 
intentional community.

he Taylor athletic 
department announced 
last Friday that the men's 
and women's lacrosse 
teams will turn into varsity programs 
in the coming years. 

The men's team will make the jump 
to the varsity level during the 2018-19 
school year, while the women's team 
will follow suit in 2019-20. Once the 
teams are in place, Taylor will feature 
20 varsity intercollegiate athletic 
teams. The move comes on the heels 
of the addition of junior varsity (J.V.) 
teams to the men's and women's 
soccer programs. 

While the promotions to varsity 
are new for the lacrosse teams, the 
teams enjoy long histories. The men's 
lacrosse program has existed for 
nearly two decades, dating back to 
the late '90s. 

"It started with guys playing on 
the lawn between (Nussbaum) and 
Reade," men's team president and 


senior Mitch Pawlanta said. 

Since then, the men's team has 
played in three different leagues, 
been led by a handful of coaches 
and offered hundreds of players the 
chance to compete on the field. 

The women's team was formed 
in 2001 but did not become an 
official club until 2005, according 
to women's team president and 
seniorjessie Kuniholm. Though 
experiencing ups and downs 
throughout the last decade, the 
women's team has established 
a solid foundation due to strong 
leadership over the last five years. 

"(The leaders before Jessie and me 
established) a reputation at Taylor 
(of) a pretty solid, well-organized, 
well-run club," women's team vice 
president and sophomore Madeleine 
Burkholder said. 

Over the years, players and alumni 
from both teams have urged the 
university to turn the lacrosse teams 


into varsity programs. Despite the 
students' desire, the timing and 
logistics never worked out. Howevei 
due to a desire to expand the athlet 
department, the door for Taylor 
lacrosse has been opened. 

Since the idea of turning the 
teams into varsity programs had 
been on the table for a while, Kyle 
Gould, athletic director, and Skip 
Trudeau, vice president for student 
development, researched the notior 
early in the fall semester. Gould anc 
Trudeau included the idea in their 
report for enrollment initiatives. 

"When Skip and I submitted our 
report, (the idea) was in there," Gou 
said. "The university cabinet, the 
board, everyone, felt like it was a go 
decision. It happened in a six-week 
span, where it kind of went from, Tl 
would be a good idea,' to 'Yeah, let's 
go do it.'" 

While the history and tradition 
of the lacrosse teams made the 






decision easy, the desire to increase 
enrollment was also a driving force. 
Trudeau noted that having lacrosse 
teams has been a deciding factor for 
some students considering Taylor. 
Trudeau hopes the decision to turn 
the teams into varsity programs will 
increase Taylor admission numbers. 

According to Trudeau, lacrosse 
is a rapidly growing sport, and 
adding programs will help diversify 
Taylor's student body. The 
administration specifically desires 
to reach into hotbed lacrosse areas 
on the East Coast. 

The first step in the transition is 
hiring a head coach for the men's 
team, which the athletic department 
hopes to have in place this summer. 
Once a head coach has been hired, 
the recruiting process will begin 
to prepare the team for varsity 
competition in the spring of 2019. A 
similar process will be utilized for the 
women's team. 

The teams currently play on the old 
soccer field near the softball field, and 
Gould said that the lacrosse teams will 
continue to play there in order to give 
the lacrosse teams their own space. 
Taylor's maintenance department will 
be working on the field to get it in top 
shape by April. 

Gould said alumni will fund future 
facility improvements, as has been 
the case with many of Taylor's other 
athletic facilities. 

"We want to energize the lacrosse 
alumni to get involved and do things

at that facility," Gould said. "We want 
to have a top-notch lacrosse facility." 

Gould stated the first goal for 
facility improvements, though not 
imminent, is to build both men's 
and women's locker rooms at their 
current field, followed by installing 
turf and lighting. 

The athletic department hopes to 
acquire associate membership from 
another NAIA conference, as the 
Crossroads League does not currently 
feature any men's lacrosse programs. 

The women's team will continue 
to compete at the club level for 
the next three years, remaining in 
the Women's Collegiate Lacrosse 
Association. Similar to men's lacrosse, 
the Crossroads League is not fit for 
varsity competition at this time, as 
only Bethel has a women's lacrosse 
team. The women's team will likely 
need to look into an option similar to 
the men's team upon transitioning to 
the varsity level. 

"We want very competitive athletic 
teams that fit within the mission of 
Taylor University," Trudeau said. "We 
want (to be) attracting those kind of 
student athletes—good students, 
good athletes, mission-fit and very 
competitive teams. I think lacrosse 
has every capacity to do those kind 
of things."
